From the followiiig anthentío 
extract from an early hiatory of 
Viiginia, it wonld aeem that the 
firat aettlemantof Greenbrier coun- 
4y waa made at the plaoe ^iere 
Marlinton ia aituated, thia part of 
Poeahontae being formerly in 
Greenbrier. 

Since then Greenbrier aa it now 
ia haa advanced by* ,Ä improvementa, 
until the people of that oounty 
conaider thia plače the wild-wooda 
of thia part* 

About the-vear 1749, a person, 
who waa a Citizen of the county of 
Frederick, and aqbject to parox- 
yama lunáey, when influenced by 
aach Sta, uanally made excuraions 
into the wildemeea, and in hia 
ramblea weatwardly, fell in on the 
waters of Greenbrier River. At 
that tíme, the country on the Wes¬ 
tern waters waa but little known to 
the Engliah inhabitanta of the then 
ooloniea of America, being claimed 
by the French, who had commeuced 
settlementa on the Ohio and ita wa¬ 
ters, weat of the Alleghany moun. 
taina. The lnnatic bemg aurprised 
to find water running q different 
courae from any he* had before 
known, retumed with the intelli- 
gence of hia discovery, which did 
abound with game. Thia aoon ex- 
cited the enterpriae of othere. Two 
men from New vEngland, of the 
name of Jaoob Máriin and Stephen 
Sewell, took up a reaidence úpon 
Greenbrier River; but aoon disa- 
greéing in aentiment, a quarrnl oc- 
caaioued their sgperation, and Sew¬ 
ell, for the salre of peace, qnit their 
cabin, and made nis abode in a 
l&rge hollow tree, In thia aituation 
thev were found by the late Gen¬ 
eral Andrew Lewis, in the year 
1751. Mr. Lewis waa appointed 
agent for a company of grantees, 
who obtained from the govemor 
and council of Virginia, an order 
for one hundred thousanda acree of 
land lying on the watexa of Green¬ 
brier Bivet; and did, thia year, pro- 
oeed to make aurvevs to oomplete 
the quantity of said granted lania; 
and nnding Máriin and Sewell liv¬ 
ing in the neighborhood of each 
other, inqujred what would induce

Intelligehce having been conveyed to 
Od. Donnally of the ..approach of the 
Indians, he loat no tíme to collecttog all 
hia neareat neighbors that night, 
and sent a eervant to my house to in- 
fonn me. Before day abont twenty 
men, including Hammond and Prior, 
were oollected at Doiuihlly's, and they 
had advantage of aatookade fort around 
and adjotoing the honee. On the next 
day they kept a good look-out, in mo* 
men ta r y expectation of the enemy. 

Colonel * 8amuel Lewia waa át my 
house when Donnally a servant came 
with the intelligenoe; and we loat no 
tíme in alarming the people, and to ool- 
lect aa niany men for defense aa wé 
ooulg get at Camp Union all the next 
day. Buk all were buey; aome flying 
with their families to theinward aettle* 
menta, and others aeeuring their prop- 
erty, ao that to the coarae of the day, 
we had not oollected nearone huadred 
men.

We all 
ran directly to the fort. The peoplp, 
on heartog the guna on the back aideof 
the houre, aupposed that it waa an o the r 
party of Indiqns? and all were at the 
port-holee ready to flre úpon us ; but 
aome discovering tkat we were their 
frienda, opened the gate and we all got 
in safe. One m&ú only was shot 
through hia clothee. 

Whan we got toto the fort, we found 
that there were only four men killed. 
Two of them who were ooming ta the 
fort, fell into the naidst of the Indians, 
and were killed. A aervant of Donnal¬ 
ly’s waa killed early in the moraing on 
the flrst attack ^and one man waa 
killed in a baation in the íórt. The In¬ 
diána had commenced their attack 
about daylight to the morntog, when 
the people were all inbed, exoept Phil¬ 
ip Hanimond andan° oIH hegro. Tlie 
house forrned one part of^íbe fort, and 
waa double, the kitehen making one 
end of .the hohae* and there Hammond 
and. the negro were. A hogahead of 
water waa plaped agatoat the door. 
The enemy had laid down their guns 
at á steble, about flfty yarde Írom the 
house, made their attack with tom- 
ahawks and warolube. Hammond and 
the*negro held th* door till they were 
aplitting it with their tomahowka: they 
suddenly let the door open, and Ham¬ 
mond killed the Indián on the threah- 
old, who waa aplitting the door. The 
negro had a musket charged with 
swanahot, and w#a jumping about in 
the floor aaktog Hammond where ^he 
should ahootľ Hammond bode him 
flre away among them ; for théýfcrd 
waa crowded aa thick aa they couid 
atand. Diek flred away, and, I believe, 
with good effect ; for a war-club lay to 
the yard with s swan-ahot in ík. Diek

*Many of the finesfc woods m ex 
d štence are yet un known. or ouly 
sligbtly known, to the mnnuťactur* 
ers ol wood in tlie civilized world. 
The woods of Central and South 
America are, perlia ps, the most re- 
ftnfrkable as well as the least known. 
Iu tlie yet untouched forests of this 
continent are many woods far finer 
thau au v of .fliose now iu use. 
Tbese wobds range from pure white 
tojetblack in color, and many of 
tliem are most beautifully marked 
and veined. / Sqme of tliem are so 
bard that tWy forrn the edges of 
axes, ckisels, and other tools, while 
the bánd saw cuts tliem only slowly. 
In the Cblumbian Exposion there 
were mnuy displays of little known 
woods, and the fiuest of thero were 
those fflim Argentíne Kepublic. 
Brazil, and other South America 
couutries. Someof these sortheru 
woods yielded to the teetli of the 
bánd saw, not the ordinary sawdust, 
but tíne powder, tí ne as the finest 
ftouty so hard were the woods. 
Some of tbem bum but slowly. 
Others possess qnalities that keep 
tliem' freé from insects. Some of 
themseem to be practically indes 
: tf oc n b i e by air and water.— AH 
alongthe easflfern slopes of the An 
des, up to the snow line on those 
great elevatons, thronghout all the 
great river vallevs, and in r some of 
the wide acres of level country in 
South America are great forests of 
fiue woods that u'*e specially fit .ďor 
the finest eabinet and furuiture 
work, and also for shipbuilding. 
carptntrj, and other industrial arts 
in wbieli wood is the u raw nisfterial.” 
These great forests are uow an un 
■ dcnowu quantity in the conimrcial 
I world, but tbey will coine rapidiy 
tuto the kgowledge of tpen and in to 
industrial use when ouče the-rkil-

The hast of the Buffaloe*. 

H u nter s k now that bnffalbes will 
never uuless forced. cross the iron I 
of a railroad trsek, and t his fact 
figured largely In the unfortunato 
work of extermination which these 
aniioals háve sufľered since the 
Western plains háve been spanned 
by railroads. 

The greatest hlow delt the bison 
herds of the Northwest was the 
completioii of the Northern Pacific 
track west from Bisu^rck to the 
Kocky Mountains. Thd road prac. 
tically divided the herds, and those 
to the Hontb were mooii swalloed up 
in the generál slaughter waged by 
Indiaus, pot, liide and tongue hnil- 
ters, foreign sportsman and otbers 
who were ont to kill anything tliey 
saw on sight. 

This was dnring the wiuter of 
1882-83. Tlie buffaloes to the uorth 
were in many scatrered bande, but 
(here wasoue great herd of not less 
than 75,000 liead, which had found 
a temporary refuge in the triangle 
foruied by the Musselshell Missouri 
and Yellowstone r i verš iu Moutaua, 
and as yet tliey had not been 
“smelled out w by either reil or white 
hunters. tínt tbey were as surelý 
dofmied as tbongli already killed. 
for the railroad iron eut tliem otT 
from the Southern range, u ml tlie I u 
TiiaiiH of the Canadiau nortnwest, as 
well as those ol our country, barred 
their retreat ihto the far North and 
ao tney were hemnied in tietweén 
the two, witli no posibility ofescape 
iu either direction. This last kyrd 
was completely whiped out of exist. 
ence in less than four mon^hs, and 
letore the elo.se of the year there 
were bnt a few singles and palrs 
left as lugitives in that vast country 
where but a .vety* or two before tliey 
could háve been counted almost by 
the hundreds of thousands. At. tlie 
end of that season 800,000 h ulialo 
h ideš were ffhir>pe(beast frnm Olen* 
dive, on the Yellowstone lti^r.—

What course pursued would re- 
gult in pleasing the teacher and 
tax-payer aliko? r Would not a 
compulsory systém of education do 
this for us as it has dog£ for older 
States. The schools then would

The yqters when as- 
sembled chocme three commission- 
lers, and all duly qualified voters 
yrho háve been boria Jiile residents 
of the village six months before 
any eharte i^ele ction, are voters of 
that village. If a majority«of the 
qualified voters residing within 
ťhe boundary come out and vote 
for incorporutipn, it is so certified 
to the Circuit Court, which grants 
a čertificate of incorporation.
